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HE INCREASING USE OF electronic equipment of all kinds 

will be demonstrated in the exhibition of British Components, 

Valves and Test Gear for the Radio, Television and 'Tele- 
communication industry to be held at Grosvenor House, Park Lane, 
London, from Monday to Wednesday next week. Electronic 
equipment is now being used in industry for research, communi- 
cation, measurement and control ; in the Services for communi- 
cation and reconnaissance on the ground, in the air and on and 
under the sea, and for guiding missiles. 


Representative Display 

The Exhibition is organized by the Radio and Electronic Com- 
ponent Manufacturers Federation and is again a very representative 
display. Of the 100 members and 37 associates of the Federation, 
108 are exhibiting—the maximum which can be accommodated in 
the Great Hall of Grosvenor House—and all branches of component 
manufacture are covered, more than 300 different items being 
listed in the catalogue. 

The Exhibition, which had modest beginnings in war-time when 
admission was very severely restricted on security grounds, is well 
established as one of the serious exhibitions to which engineers, 
manufacturers and technicians come from many parts of the world. 

As admission is only by private invitation (obtainable from the 
offices of the Federation at 22 Surrey Street, London, W.C.2.) 
there is an atmosphere of privacy about this Exhibition which 
enables manufacturers, engineers, technicians and research physicists 
to have their discussions in private without the disturbance of large 
crowds, 

Last year visitors came from 29 countries overseas and this year 
there are notifications from Australia, Belgium, Canada, Denmark, 
Finland, France, Germany, Holland, India, Italy, Japan, Mexico, 
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Norway, Pakistan, Poland, Sweden, Switzerland, Uruguay and the 
United States of America. A large party is also expected from the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


New Materials 

New and improved materials, including plastics, with increased 

resistance to high temperatures, are among features of the show. 
Among insulating materials, for instance, there is a new grade of 
PVC compound which can be used at temperatures up to 150°C. 
a surprising figure—and is claimed to retain its flexibility at that 
temperature. ‘This is shown in the form of sleeving. On the same 
stand there is a self-sealing PVC tape for binding cables, and bi- 
coloured insulated wires, the helically striped second colour thus 
extending the colour-coding range. 

Another heat-resisting sleeving is yellow varnished Terylene and 
this may take the place of varnished glass fabrics where the operating 
temperature is up to 150°C. 

Enamelled wire weighing only one ounce for a length of over 3} 
miles is shown among a wide range of wires and specialized cables, 
Oil base enamel is used in successive layers even on this microscopic 
gauge of wire. Another exhibit by the same firm is a self-bonding 
wire, of which the ordinary enamel insulation is covered by an extra 
coating of thermoplastic material. Heat treatment, after winding, 
bonds the adjacent turns of wire in a coil together. 


Ceramic Insulators 

The firm supplying the elements used in the new B.B.C. high- 
power television transmitters for aerial de-icing show ceramic 
insulators made from over six different types of material, each with 
special properties. 

Among other insulating materials shown are a built-up mica which, 
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owing to the use of an inorganic bond, is self-supporting at tempera- 
tures up to 500°C., plastics spirals for pigtailing, varnished cotton 
and rayon sleeving, cotton and art silk braiding and a dozen different 
grades of laminated plastic. 


Multi-Way Cables 


Present-day design of electronic, radio and electrical apparatus 
has resulted in an ever-increasing demand for multi-conductor 
cables with diverse and complicated types of “ lay-up” and there 
is one exhibit devoted largely to the special requirements of the 
apparatus industry. A wide range of multi-way cables for Govern- 
ment, commercial and specialized use is shown by several exhibitors 
and there is a cable-sorting machine which automatically indicates 
individual wires in a multi-way cable. 

Miniaturization of capacitors goes on. One tubular capacitor 
measures only # inch by 7 inch. There are new silvered mica 
capacitors with a new moulded finish, new high-temperature electro- 
lytics which have undergone independent tests at 85°C. for 1,000 
hours without voltage derating, a new range of etched foil miniature 
tubulars with PVC sleeving, and multi-capacity types with American 
type twist-prong fixing ; miniature air-spaced trimmers and tubular 
Polystrene capacitors for special electronic apparatus. 

A new protective coating for wire-wound resistors which will 
withstand temperatures up to 400°C. without requiring high-firing 
temperatures of vitreous enamel has been developed over the past 
year. The makers are also showing a new range of power rheostats. 

Among a wide range of rectifiers are those designed for use in 
computors where space is restricted and miniature assemblies for 
use as detectors at frequencies up to 5 Mc/s, especially suitable for 
sound interference suppression circuits, etc. 

Excellent workmanship and finish are demonstrated in the variety 
of switches on show. They include one which has been seen pre- 
viously, but is claimed still to be the smallest multipole type switch 
in the world ; a new range of rotary switches with ceramic insulation 
by the same firm ; a new range of micro-switches, including minia- 
ture types and models for high operational pressure by a firm which 
also announces improved moisture resistance and peak-handling 
capacity for its ordinary ranges. 


Many Types of Switches 


Wafer and push-button types of switches include some specially 
designed to meet Ministry of Supply requirements and toggle 
types include a new range of 3-amp switches for one-hole fixing and 
a double-pole-changeover for 6-amp 250 volts AC/DC operation. 
Makers of the last named also show for the first time a new television/ 
radar plug and socket, incorporating two coaxial units of Post 
Office type, 12 contacts and a new design of cable clamp. This 
composite plug and socket enables complete supplies (vision, power, 
etc.) to be made to panels or chassis, thus replacing many separate 
plugs and sockets. A double-screened coaxial connector and a 
miniature thermal delay switch for protection of television and 
electronic circuits are also shown. 

Test instruments are among products of the industry which are 
going to the dollar countries and one firm who have developed 
new universal multi-range meters to be as suitable for North and 
South America, as for this country, report having broken into the 
Canadian and Brazilian markets very successfully. Exhibits by 
other instrument makers include a fully-tropicalized 96-range valve 
voltmeter, a new ultrasonic thickness gauge and a dynamic balancing 
machine and various types of signal generator. 

In transformers the use of special iron-dust cores is important 
because it enables robust and mechanically accurate deflection coil 
assemblies to be manufactured with greatly improved electrical 
performance. There is also exhibited the first range of electrical 
transformers to qualify for Inter-Service Type Approval. These 
transformers are hermetically sealed and utilize cores of high 
permeability grain oriented steel. These are designed to operate 
under severe conditions and in comparison with standard laminated 
transformers, they show a saving of up to 30 per cent. in volume and 
weight and reduce the external magnetic field considerably. 

The valve manufacturers are again represented in the exhibition. 
The steel cone cathode-ray tubes are being shown again this year, 
and there is added importance to the exhibits of the space-saving 
rectangular television tubes, because they are now in production, 
whereas last year they were prototypes. 

Probably no single factor has more to do with what can and 
cannot be done in the design of electronic equipment than magnetic 
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materials and each Radio Component Exhibition shows some ad- 
vances. Permanent magnets combining extremely high magnetic 
performance and stability with small size are one of the chief means 
by which high efficiency and miniaturization are achieved in loud- 
speakers, microphones, pick-ups and various recording instruments. 
An entirely new form of permanent magnet, which is non-metallic, 
using no scarce, strategic or expensive material—a true ceramic in 
fact—is stated to be especially useful for magnetic focusing units in 
television receivers. It differs from cores of the bonded powder type 
by being hard and non-porous. Powder cores suitable for the whole 
range of telecommunications frequencies are also shown. 

Loudspeakers include special types for battery receivers and elip- 
tical types for television receivers 
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is concentrating on minor modifications of 3-speed units which have 
been exported to the United States for some time past, others are 
showing 3-speed record changers with facilities not previously shown 
by them. A new method of record dropping, a high fidelity magnetic 
pick-up and a twin-point stylus of special alloy are shown by one 
exhibitor. Another exhibitor has a new magnetic turn-over type 
pick-up with automatic weight adjustment and there are other multi- 
speed automatic record-changers, capable of playing any standard 
size record commercially produced anywhere in the world, with ultra- 
light spring-balanced pick-ups and duo-point stylus to ensure playing 
of approximately 2,000 records. 
Cored solder is a substantial British export, even to the United 
States, and there are interesting

Export Credits Guarantee 
Department in New York 


THe Export Credits Guarantee Department's resident repre- 
sentative in New York, Mr. Clive H. Eborall, has just returned to 
the Department's branch office in New York, after a month of con- 
sultations at Headquarters in London, and visits to discuss with 
dollar exporters some of their particular problems. 


The E.C.G.D. New York Branch Office is on the 61st Floor of the 
Empire State Building. 350 Fifth Avenue, New York, 1. (Tel: 
Longacre 5-2070.) It has been opened to enable the Department 
to get on-the-spot advice on dollar underwriting problems, and to 
help exporters to get maximum benefit from their E.C.G.D. policies. 
One of its most valuable services is the personal assistance and advice 
given on E.C.G.D. questions to those who are visiting New York, 
whether on a business tour of the United States or Canada, or en 
route for other countries. All E.C.G.D. policy holders are invited 
to call at the office when in New York, and Mr. Eborall will be very 
glad to see and advise any businessman who feels that E.C.G.D. may 
be able to help him in his export effort. 

This New York Branch Office is another extension of the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department’s service to exporters in support of 
the Dollar Drive and increased exports generally. 
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HE TRADE links which bind the United Kingdom to Canada 

were emphasized by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. 

Peter Thornevcroft, at a luncheon given by the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce in London on March 28 

‘The President said there were two reasons why he regarded it as a 
great honour to be present on that occasion and to address the 
Chamber. One was the special link which always existed between 
the Board of Trade and Canada. ‘Those present might not remember 
that the Board of Trade had once been abolished. ‘That was in the 
year 1782 and the Board remained abolished for four years. The 
reason was that one of his predecessors was denounced by Edmund 
Burke for developing Nova Scotia on an extravagant scale. There 
was no prospect of the Board of Trade being abolished in the near 
future and he was happy to think that his predecessor of the 1780s 
had his heart in the rght place. ‘The second reason was that although 
he had only once been to Canada—he hoped to put that right—he had 
the utmost faith in the youth and vitality of the Canadian people and 
in the future of the country 

He knew how much the trade of the United Kingdom with Canada 
lepended on far-sighted Canadians and Canadian organizations, 
particularly that Chamber. He felt in his present position a special 
responsibility for protecting trade with Canada, and he could assure 
Canadian friends that the present Government attached particular 
importance to the development of British exports to Canada, to 
expanding the mutually advantageous trade between the two countries 
and to strengthening the links which bound them. 

Those present would know that this country was currently engaged 
in the painful and difficult task of putting its house in order and that 
it was determined to stop the drain on its dollar reserves. We had 
been compelled to take the unpleasant course of reducing imports 
juite sharply We greatly regretted having to take this action, but 
it was the only proper course to take. We had done our utmost to 
woid harmang the trade of many countries who relied heavily on the 
United Kingdom, and the special interests of the Canadian economy 
had not been forgotten. 


Expansion of Exports 


Despite our difficulties, the Government had recently announced its 
decision to retain token imports from Canada through 1952 atalevel only 
slightly reduced from that of 1951. But we must struggle to a position 
where trade with Canada was on much more than a token basis. Not 
many months under the Trade Liberalization Plan, Canada’s 
trade with the West Indies was substantially increased. We had done 
this despite the critical exchange position, We wished to work our 
way through the crisis in the closest co-operation with the Canadian 
people and her Government. We were working in the conviction 
that our object could not be obtarned by a negative, restrictive policy. 
We had taken upon ourselves, along with other members of the 
Sterling Area, an obligation to endeavour to live within our means by 
our own efforts. He knew that we should fulfil that obligation. 
Reduction of imports was not the real solution of the problem. We 
also knew that the solution lay not in restriction but in expansion. 
The recent Budget was a step in that direction. It would help us in 
remforcing our export drive 

In the Budget also we had taken measures to reduce investment ; 
the Bank Rate had been raised to 4 per cent., and we were endeavour- 
ing, to ntrate the resources of our great engineering industries on 
providing exports in answer to world demand, particularly in Canada. 
These demands were heaviest for plant and for capital goods, and it 
was our desire to meet and fulfil them. ‘This policy required 
sacrifices ; it compelled us in the short term to reduce our home 
investment. The Government hoped by a flexible monetary policy 
to assist in re-shaping the distribution of resources in the home and 
export trade. But the Government were finding it necessary to rely 
not only on monetary policy, but, unfortunately, to maintain some 
direct controls, such as the allocation of steel 

The President emphasized the need for expansion of our export 
trade, particularly to North America. We must earn the wherewithal 
to pay for essential food and raw materials. Without them the 
country’s economy would founder and our defence effort could not be 
sustained. In the long run, therefore, we must look forward to an 
expanded volume of trade in both directions. 
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He knew that our manufacturers sometimes encountered difficulty 
and discouragement in their efforts toexport. They found Canadian 
dumping duties, for example, an awkward deterrent. He wished to 
assure the Chamber that it was far from the intention of anybody in 
this country to swamp Canadian markets with surplus production at 
cut prices. Occasionally, exporters encountered tariff barriers, 
though he wished that other countries had tariffs as low as those in 
Canada. Exporters also faced the strong competition of entrenched 
American interests. We were not unmindful that Canada had 
developed her own manufacturing industries. What we asked was the 
fairest and widest opportunity for expanding our traditional trade. 
There had also been in Canada, as elsewhere, a contraction in the 
demand for certain consumer goods. 


A Foothold Achieved 


Bearing all these factors in mind, he thought that British industry 
deserved the greatest credit for the foothold it had achieved in the 
Canadian market. ‘To those who were inclined to give way to doubts 
and difficulties, he would say that the record of the last three years 
demonstrated beyond question that there was plenty of room in 
Canada for our goods. We had gained a foothold and must maintain 
it. He would therefore urge British industry to remember that the 
firm that disappointed a Canadian customer not only hurt itself but 
damaged the good name of British industry. 

The President appealed to every United Kingdom manufacturer to 
do everything in his power to ensure that every Canadian customer 
received delivery of goods on the dot. He was sure that our failures 
were few and far between; our successes, which were many, 
were unfortunately less completely recorded. We did not expect 
Canada to buy our goods unless they could win the day in fair com- 
petition. He knew that our manufacturers and exporters must bring 
their production, distribution and servicing of products to the high 
standards demanded by the exacting Canadian market. Once they 
had done this—and they were doing it on an increasing scale—he 
hoped Canada would recognize that the more she bought from the 
United Kingdom, the sounder was likely to be the long-term outlook 
of both countries. 


Imports of Wood Pulp 
from Scandinavia 


THE Foreign Office announce that a meeting of the Anglo- 
Scandinavian Economic Committee was held in London from 
March 24 to 26, at the request of the Norwegian Government, to 
discuss imports of wood-pulp into the United Kingdom from the 
Scandinavian countries. A frank and cordial exchange of views took 
place on the United Kingdom Government's policy of controlling 
import prices and on the export duties imposed by the Norwegian 
and Swedish Governments on wood-pulp. 

Commercial discussions will take place between the firms and 
organizations concerned in the exporting and importing countries, 
after which the United Kingdom Government will review the position 

The four Governments represented on the Committee will maintain 
contact with each other on the matter. 


Government Owned Stock of 
Lactic Casein 


HE Ministry of Materials announce that it has been decided to 

dispose of the Government-owned stock of lactic casein. The 
decision to dispose of this stock has been taken because of the need 
to cut down imports from countries outside the sterling area. 

Licences to import lactic casein from non-sterling areas will, in 
future, be granted conditionally upon the purchase of a proportion 
of the Government stock.

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New Prices for Jute, Aluminium, 


Copper and Tungsten 


CONSEQUENT from the fall in market prices in India and Pakistan 
the Ministry of Materials announce reductions in jute prices in 
this country with effect from April 2, 1952. 

The Jute Control’s selling price of the main grades of raw jute 
is reduced by about £50 per ton, and there are appropriate adjustments 
im prices of other grades. Maximum prices based on the new raw 
jute prices are being introduced for sales of yarn and cloth by United 
Kingdom producers. 

The present policy of fixing the Control's selling prices of imported 
hessian so that prices to consumers of equivalent home produced 
and imported hessian are approximately the same, will be continued. 
The Control's selling price of imported 10 0z./40 in. hessian will be 
reduced by 29s. 6d. per 100 yards to 145s. 9d. ; prices for similar 
imported goods are being reduced correspondingly. 

As in the past, the Control's selling prices of imported heavy goods will 
be fixed in relation to costs. Prices of ‘** B"’ twills are being reduced 
by 80s. 9d. per 100 bags to 404s. 3d. and of corn sacks by 84s. 3d. 
per 100 bags to 421s. 9d. Prices for other types of heavy goods are 
being similarly reduced. 

In future prices of home produced yarn will be governed by a 
maximum price schedule agreed between the Ministry and producers, 
an arrangement which has been in force for many years in the case

of jute cloth. The Ministry has accordingly made an Order—The 
Jute Yarn (Prices) (Revocation) Order 1952 (S.I. 1952 No. 662) 
which revokes existing Orders fixing jute yarn maximum prices and 
thus frees jute yarn from Statutory Control. 


Price of Aluminium and Scrap Increased 


The Ministry of Materials also announce that from ‘Tuesday 
April 1, 1952, the price of virgin aluminium in ingot form has been 
increased from £148 to £154 per long ton delivered into consumer's 
works. For metal in notch bar form there is an addition of £2 10s. Od. 
a ton as before. 

The new price applies to metal of a purity of 99 per cent. to 99-5 per 
cent. inclusive. The premiums to be paid for higher purity ingot 
remain unaltered. 

The change in price is mainly due to the increased cost of imported 
supplies, but the higher cost of home-produced aluminium has also 
been taken into account. 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made an Order— 
The Aluminium Scrap Prices Order, 1952 (S.I. 1952 No. 686), 
increasing the price of aluminium scrap from April 1. 

The Order provides a maximum price for new pure plain aluminium 
foil stock scrap, and increases the maximum prices for all other 
aluminium scrap and for aluminium alloy scrap. 

The maximum prices take account of the increase in the price of 
virgin aluminium announced by the Minister of Materials on 
March 29. 

Subject to certain additions, which the Order permits in respect of 
bagging and special packing and for delivery at consumers’ premises,

Copper Price Raised 


The Ministry of Materials announce that from April 1, the price 
of electrolytic copper has been increased from £227 to £231 per ton 
delivered consumers’ works. Discounts and premiums for special 
shapes remain unchanged. The Ministry of Supply is making 
arrangements for corresponding adjustments in the controlled prices 
of scrap and secondary metal. 

The higher price is made necessary by the extent of the overhead 
charges (including refining) which the Ministry has to bear. 


Tungsten Prices Reduced 


From Monday, March 31, 1952, the price of tungsten ore of 
standard 65 per cent. grade and ordinary quality has been reduced 
from 535s. to 500s. per long ton unit delivered consumer's works. 
The new price is related to the current price of imported supplies, 
the Ministry of Materials state. 


Reduction in Maximum Prices for 


Ground Sulphur and Sulphuric Acid 


HE Minister of Materials has made an Order, with effect from 

April 1, 1952, reducing the maximum:prices of ground sulphur. 

In addition, from that date, the maximum prices will no longer 
include an amount to cover the cost of the bags or other form of 
package. The seller may now charge the cost of the bag or package 
provided the amount of such charge is shown separately on the 
invoices. 

The net reduction, after allowing for bags being charged separately, 
is on average {1 14s. per ton or approximately 7 per cent. on current 
prices, and results mainly from decreases in freight rates on sulphur. 

The Order is the Ground Sulphur (Prices) Order, 1952 (S.I. 1952, 
No. 646), price 2d. (by post, 34d.).

The price reductions are 5s. 10d. per ton of weak acid (77 per cent.

Decrease in Fertilizer Prices

Increased Fees Under Cinematograph Films Act 


THE Board of Trade have made two new Statutory Instruments 
amending the Cinematograph Films (Exhibitors) Regulations, 1948, 
and the Cinematograph Films (Registrations) Regulations, 1948. 
The main purpose of the amendments is to provide for an increase 
in various fees chargeable under the Cinematograph Films Act, 1948 ; 
these increases are made necessary by the increased costs of the 
administration of the Act (which is paid for out of these fees) and 
they will bring the fees up to the maximum amounts permitted by the 
Second Schedule of the Cinematograph Films Act, 1938. Although 
these maximum amounts were laid down by Parliament in 1938, it 
has been possible until now to meet the expenses of the Act's adminis- 
tration without charging in all cases the full amounts permitted. 


Registration Regulations 

The registration fee has been increased from {£1 10s. to £2 for a 
long film and from {1 to £1 15s. for a short film. The renter’s annual 
licence fee remains unchanged, at the maximum of £5 5s. 


Exhibitors’ Regulations 

The fee for an exhibitors’ licence has been increased from £1 10s. 
to £2 2s. at the full rate, and from 10s. to £1 1s, at the reduced rate 
which is applicable to cinemas opening on not more than two days 


a week. Besides these increases in fees, various minor amendments 
have been made in the Exhibitors’ Record which is prescribed in the 
Second Schedule of the Regulations. Substance of the Record re- 
mains the same and is determined by the requirements of the Act, 
but some technical changes will simplify its form and save paper. 

The amending Registration Regulations came into force at the 
bezinning of the new renters’ licensing year, on April 1, 1952, and 
the amending Exhibitors’ Regulations at the beginning of the next 
exhibitors’ quota year on October 1, 1952. 


Manchester Deputation Sees President on 
Australian Import Restrictions 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
received a deputation from the Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
and the Cotton Board on March 27. A full discussion took place on 
the effect of the Australian import restrictions upon a number of 
United Kingdom industries, and on possible ways of lightening the 
impact of the restrictions upon them. The deputation thanked the 
President for the most courteous and understanding way in which he 
had received them.

HE CHANCELLOR of the Exchequer announced on March 11, 
1952, that it would be necessary to withdraw Open General 
Licences for a further selected list of imports from Western 
European and certain other foreign countries. To implement this 
decision, the Board of Trade revoked, with effect from March 12, 
1952, Open Licences under which the commodities affected had 
hitherto been imported freely from these countries (Notice to Impor- 
ters No. 478). The Board of Trade now invite (in Notice to Importers 
No. 485) applications for licences to import the commodities listed 
in the Schedule and paragraphs 6-8 below. Application forms may 
be obtained from the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1. 


Commodities Listed in Schedule 


2. Quotas will be established for the commodities listed in the 
Schedule below ; these are grouped under numbered quota head- 
ings. The value to which licences will be issued for each of the 
quotas will be announced later. Except where otherwise indicated 
in the Schedule, the licences will be valid for the import of goods

Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia. 

Importers are invited to apply on Form I.L.B./A (Revised) for licences 
to import the commodities listed in the Schedule during the period 
ending December 31, 1952. ‘The applications should be sent to the 
Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, Romney House, Tufton 
Street, London, S.W.1, and they should reach the Board of Trade 
not later than April 17, 1952. All or any of the goods in one of the 
numbered headings in the attached Schedule may form the subject 
of one application, but no single application should cover goods in 
more thaf one numbered heading. 


3. Applicants should send with each application form a state- 
ment, certified by an independent practising accountant, of their 
total imports during the period January 1 to December 31, 1951, of 
the commodities covered by the application which originated in and 
were consigned from countries other than those listed in paragraph 2 
above. The statement should be expressed in pounds sterling c.i.f., 
and only those imports which were paid for directly by the applicant 
to the overseas supplier should be included. Applicants are reminded 
that any person who makes any false statement, or furnishes any 
document or information false in a material particular, for the purpose 
of obtaining an import licence, is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 
and/or a term of imprisonment not exceeding six months.

Imports of Live Poultry and Eggs 


OWING ‘TO outbreaks of fowl pest in Holland, Canada and the 
Union of South Afmea, the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries has 
decided, in view of the risks involved for our own poultry industry, to 
prohibit for the time being, the importation into Great Britain from 
those countries of live poultry and eggs intended for hatching. 

An Order has accordingly been made under the Diseases of Animals 
Act to give effect to that decision. ‘The Order, which applies to 
domestic fowls, turkeys, geese, ducks of any species, pheasants, guinea 
fowl and partridges, came into force on March 27, 1952.

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THURSDAY MARCH 27 
Trade Discussions with the Argentine 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said that the importance of cutlery and silverware, as well as of other 
United Kingdom exports of consumer goods, would be borne in 
mind in the current trade discussions with the Argentine. 


Textile Industry 


Asked if he was aware of the difficulties now facing the rayon 
industry owing to the recession of trade ; and what steps he was 
taking to ease these difficulties, which were now adversely affecting 
those engaged in the industry, the President replied he was aware 
that production of rayon, as well as of other textiles, had had to be 
reduced as a consequence of the present recession in trade. He 
understood that the individual producers were in consultation with 
employees and with the trade unions to ensure that labour conditions 
remained as stable as possible during the period of reduced activity, 
which he hoped would not be prolonged. With regard to the last 
part of the question, he had nothing to add to what he said during 
the debate on the general position in the textile industry on March 26. 


Trade with Australia 


Only a small part of our extensive export trade with Australia was 
subject to export licence control, the President said. The value of 
export licences issued was not recorded by countries, and he could not 
say what the value of export licences issued for Australia would be. 
The modification of existing contracts was a matter for the importer 
and exporter to determine. 


Monopolies Commission 


Asked to take steps to amend the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, to empower the Mono- 
polies Commission to enquire into the nationalized industries, the 
President replied that he was considering this matter in preparing 
legislation to strengthen the Commission and widen the scope of 
their activities. 


Prices of Fertilizers 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Henry Hopkinson, said 
that the only significant imports of finished fertilizers subject to import 
duty were superphosphates and basic slag. On the basis of probable 
consumption of fertilizers this season (July 1, 1951—June 30, 1952) 
it was estimated that about 2 per cent. of the present statutory 
maximum prices of superphosphates and basic slag, and well below 
1 per cent. of the price of compound fertilizers were due to tariffs. 


FRIDAY MARCH 28 
North-Eastern Trading Estates 
Apart from three units (13,000 sq. ft. at West Auckland, 19,000 
sq. ft. at Aycliffe, 6,000 sq. ft. at Bede) which had been allocated, but 
which were not yet actually occupied, no factory space administered 
by North Eastern Industrial Estates Ltd. was at present vacant and 
not being used, the President stated. 


MONDAY MARCH 31 


Future of Development Councils 

Asked how many development councils under the Industrial 
Organization and Development Act, 1947, were established during 
the last year ; and what was his policy on the general question of 
the establishment of further development councils, the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry Strauss, replied, ‘ None, 
Sir.” The President was prepared to establish further development 
Councils only where there was substantial agreement on both sides 
of an industry that such a council was desirable. 


Proposed Changes in Copyright Law 

The President was asked if he would move for the appointment of a 
Select Committee to consider and make recommendations on the 
conditions of copyright which should attach to sound and television 
broadcasts. 


Mr. Strauss replied, ‘‘ No Sir.” The question of what changes 


Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 
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were desirable in the law of copyright was already being considered 
by a Committee set up in April 1951 by the then President of the 
Board of Trade. He understood that the Committee had taken 
evidence on the matter to which the questioner referred. 


Organization of Royal Ordnance Factories 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, said he had decided 
to make certain changes in the organization of the Royal Ordnance 
Factories, based upon the recommendations of the Committee of 
Enquiry set up by the former Minister of Supply. The purpose of 
these changes was to recognize more fully the industrial character of 
the Royal Ordnance Factories which would henceforth be administered 
by a Board of Management including members drawn from outside 
industry. 


TUESDAY APRIL 1 
Imports of Softwoods 


In 1950, softwood imports, including boxboards, railway sleepers 
and poles, were 871,789 standards on Government account, and 29,662 
standards on private account, Mr. Hopkinson stated. In 1951 the 
imports were 902,606 standards on Government and 849,439 standards 
on private account. 

Mr. Hopkinson added that every softwood importer made a 
monthly return of the contracts he had placed with overseas suppliers 
and the timber he had imported during the month. Information was 
thus obtained well in advance about the supplies which would be 
coming into the country. Appropriate distribution of imports between 
housing and other uses was secured by the licensing of consumption. 

He understood that broadly similar arrangements applied to other 
scarce imported materials required for housing. 


Exports and Production of Gelatines 

Exports of edible gelatine produced in the United Kingdom were 
shown in the Trade and Navigation Accounts for December 1951 
as 23,194 ewt., valued at £385,197 in 1950, and 25,609 cwt., valued 
at £462,210 in 1951, the President stated. 

He added that United Kingdom production of edible, technical 
and photographic gelatines during 1950 and 1951 was :—

Shrinkage of Materials 

Asked if he was aware that a large proportion of schoolboys’ caps 
were made from material which shrinks considerably when exposed 
to its first rainfall, and if he would take steps to ensure that school 
caps and blazers were made from pre-shrunk or unshrinkable material, 
the President replied that the Board of Trade had not received com- 
plaints about the shrinkage of cloth in school caps. As he had already 
informed the House during the debate on the Budget proposals on 
March 13, he had received assurances from the wool industry that 
they would examine the possibility of introducing standards for some 
wool cloths, and he was bringing the member’s question to the notice 
of the Wool Textile Delegation. 
Allocations of Nylon Yarn 

Allocations of nylon yarn to stocking manufacturers had in the 
past been determined principally by their exports of nylon stockings 
and the next allocation would be made wholly by reference to the 
valve of those exports, Mr. Strauss stated. Manufacturers records 
were examined from time to time by Board of Trade inspectors. 


Labour and Pottery Exports 

Asked to what extent exports of pottery would be affected by the 
diversion of labour to the rearmament industry in North Staffordshire, 
the President said that there might be some voluntary movement of 
labour, but he did not think that it was likely materially to affect 
exports of pottery. 
Regulations for Bed Fillings 

Mr. Strauss said that the Orders which governed the Utility 
scheme for bedding had been revoked ; but the Regulations made 
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under the Rag, Flock and Other Filling Materials Act, 1951, required 
that all fillings used for bedding should conform to the same B.S.I. 
standards for cleanliness as were incorporated in the Utility speci- 
fications 


Distribution of Industry Act 


The President was asked whether he was yet examining the question 
of the reorganization of the administration of the Distribution of 
Industry Act, 1945 

Mr. Hopkinson replied that it was normal practice to keep matters 
of this kind under review and the President was giving the adminis- 
tration of the Act his close attention 


Industrial Productivity 


The Board of Trade have taken over from the Treasury certain 
co-ordinating responsibilities in the field of industrial productivity, 
Mr. Strauss said. The Board now carried on their vote, for example, 
the grant made to the Anglo-American Council on Productivity, and 
dealt with such Government action as might be required for furthering, 
in the ficld of productivity, American ‘Technical Assistance and 
co-operation among the Western European countries. 


Australian Import Restrictions 


Asked what representations he had made to the Australian Govern- 
ment as to the need, in imposing import restrictions, to ensure that 
cuts im imports from sterling countries were proportionately less than 
those from the dollar area, Mr. Hopkinson replied, ‘‘ None, Sir.” 
Hie was sure that the Commonwealth Government were fully aware of 
the continuing need in present circumstances for the greatest possible 
economy in dollar expenditure. Since the war, they had continued to 


restrict severely their dollar imports to essential requirements. 


Furthermore, he was informed that on March 21, outstanding licences 
were recalled with the object of making further economies.

On a daily rate basis there was a rise of 4 per cent. Clearances with 
cargo, which fell by 39,000 tons to 3-55 million tons net, were on a 
daily average basis 6 per cent. greater than in the previous month 
and 23 per cent. greater than in February 1951. 

Average daily entrances of vessels recorded as in ballast (44,000 
tons net) were 17 per cent. higher than in January and 33 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier. ‘The daily average tonnage of those calling 
solely to disembark passengers was 9 per cent. lower than that for 
January and was 11 per cent. greater than in February 1951. The 
daily average tonnage of vessels calling for bunkers only (4,044 tons) 
was 18 per cent. greater than the rate recorded for January, and their 
total tonnage, although about 5 per cent. less than the high figure 
in December 1951, was 50 per cent. greater than the figure recorded 
a year earlier. Clearances in ballast averaged 93,000 tons daily, of 
which 44,000 tons related to vessels which cleared with bunkers 
only. Average daily clearances with passengers only were 7,227 
tons compared with the January rate of 6,903 tons and with 5,157 
tons a vear earlier. Daily clearances of other vessels in ballast were 
slightly less (about 500 tons daily) than in January and 3 per cent. 
less than in February 1951 


Bunkers 


The table below shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel shipped 
for the use of fishing vessels and vessels engaged in the foreign trade 
during the periods specified. The daily average quantity of bunker 
coal shipped in February 1952 was 2 per cent. less than in the pre- 
vious month and 7 per cent. less than a year earlier. The shipment 
of ont fuel, calculated on the same basis, showed no change from the 
previous month but was 40 per cent. more than in February 1951.

Arrivals and Departures with Cargo 
at Port Areas 


Foreign trade arrivals with catgo during February 1951 were on a 
daily average basis higher than in the preceding month at the North 
East Coast, the Thames area, and Northern Ireland and the Isle of 
Man, but lower at the other areas.

figure, and arrivals at the Mersey and North West coast were 10 per 
cent. greater. The main decreases occurred at the East Coast of 
Scotland where the daily rate was 22 per cent. less than a year earlier, 
and at the Humber where the decrease was 28 per cent. 


Departures with cargo in the foreign trade were, on a daily average 
basis, greater at most of the port areas compared with the previous 
month, an overall increase of 7 per cent. being recorded. Com- 
pared with February 1951, there was an increase of 24 per cent., 
the daily rate of departures from the Mersey having increased by 
70 per cent., while increases of 41 per cent. were recorded for the 
Humber area and 21 per cent. for the Thames, which had its highest 
figure since last August. Of the three areas showing decreases 
compared with February 1951, Fishguard and North Wales registered 
a decline of 10 per cent. 


The daily rate of arrivals with cargo in the coasting trade during 
February was 9 per cent. greater than in the preceding month and 
the rate of departures was 14 per cent. greater. Compared with 
a year earlier the inward movement was greater by 11 per cent. and 
the outward by 19 per cent., but some part of this increase must be 
ascribed to more complete returns. 


Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics relate to vessels carrying only coastwise c irgo 
from port to port in the United Kingdom, without at the time having on 
board cargo from or for a port abroad. 

(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (2) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. - 

(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

Methods of Testing Raw Rubber and Unvulcanized Com- 
pounded Rubber 

A further section of the revision of B.S. 902, ‘‘ Methods of testing 
latex, raw rubber and unvulcanized compounded rubber,” B.S. 1673, 
“Methods of testing raw rubber and unvulcanized compounded 
rubber.

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Import of Cut Flowers and Foliage from France 

THE Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers No. 486, 
that the Import Licensing Branch is prepared to receive applications 
for licences to import from France during the period May 1 and 
October 31, 1952 :— 

Cut Flowers, excluding anemones, violets (other than parma), 
tulips, daffodils, hyacinths (other than roman hyacinths), narcissus 
(other than polyanthus types) andé iris. 

Foliage. 

Applications on Form ILB/A (Revised) showing weight and value 
should be submitted not later than April 16, 1952. 

In view of the very limited quantity available for import, applica- 
tions will be considered from those who provide evidence of imports 
of cut flowers and foliage from France during the same period last 
year, but it may also be possible to consider other applications. 


Imports of Cheese and Cheese and Ham Spread 
FOLLOWING THE withdrawal of the Open General Licence 
on March 12, 1952, the Ministry of Food, in agreement with the 
Board of Trade announced the arrangements for the importation of 
certain varieties of cheese and of cheese and ham spread under 
individual licence during the period March 26 to May 15, 1952 (see 
Board of Trade Journal on March 22, page 595). ‘The announcement 
also stated that consignments arriving between March 12 and 25, 
inclusive, would be released by H.M. Customs and Excise, but that 
unless such imports were in transit to the United Kingdom before 
the Open General Licence was withdrawn on March 12, their value 
would be charged against the value of any licence that the importer 
might subsequently be granted. 

The Ministry of Food, in agreement with the Board of Trade, now 
announce, that, to avoid any interruption of supplies, individual 
import licences for the period March 26 to May 15, inclusive, have 
had to be issued before the values of consignments imported between 
March 12 and 25 are known. The value of such consignments will 
accordingly be charged against the value of any licences granted 
after May 15. 

Details of the arrangements for the importation of cheese and of 
cheese and ham spread after May 15, 1952, will be announced later. 
Problem of Sulphur Shortage 2 
THE world shortage of sulphur js likely to get worse rather than 
better in the immediate future. A survey* of the whole problem just 
published by the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
discusses the economic and scientific factors involved for the benefit 
of industrialists and scientists. 

Sulphur is one of the most important raw materials for industry. 
Directly or indirectly it is needed in the rayon, rubber, dyestuffs 
and wood pulp industries. It is used for the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid. One of the large consumers of sulphuric acid is agriculture. 

‘The United States is the chief source of sulphur and in 1951 exported 
some 900 thousand tons, about half of which was for the United 
Kingdom. This is expensive in dollars and it means also that the 
United Kingdom is dependent on one source of supply. 

There are other means of obtaining sulphur or sulphuric acid, for 
example, from pyrites. The largest reserve is in Spain and Portugal. 
Large deposits exist in the United States and Canada, but neither have 
been developed on any scale. The pyrites content of coal is another 
potentially important reserve. For instance, in the United States it is 
estimated that the amount of sulphur recoverable from known deposits 
of coal is about 3,000 million tons. Present recovery is negligible. 

In England the only important raw material for sulphuric acid is 
anhydrite. Extensive deposits occur at Billingham and in Cumber- 
land. A new company has been formed to produce the acid, but it 
will be some years before the plant will come into operation. 

The survey discusses this and other sources of sulphur. One of 
these is the flue gases of power stations. Some 300-400 thousand tons 
of sulphur a year are burned with the 30 million tons of coal consumed 
by power stations in this country. The Fuel Research Station, 
D.S.L.R., is looking into this problem and has erected a pilot plant 
for washing the gases. Blast furnace slag is another potential source 
of sulphur estimated at 100 thousand tons. 

The survey also gives details of many methods of conserving sul- 
phuric acid, mainly in the fertilizer industry and in iron and steel 
pickling.

Import Duties Drawback Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 4) 
Order, 1952, which increases the rate of drawback of Customs Duty 
allowable :— 
in respect of imported linseed used in the manufacture of exported 
linseed oil, from £5 to £6 10s. a ton, and 
in respect of imported linseed oil used in the manufacture of various 
kinds of exported goods (including paint, enamel, etc., linoleum, 
floorcloth, etc.), from £17 to £22 10s. a ton, 
provided the imported materials were entered with the Customs, or 
delivered from bonded warehouse, on or after March 1, 1942. 
The Order, which comes into operation on April 8, 1952, has 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1952, No. 698.

outfits But even more important the 
output of road trathe signs. “These are of 
special interest because thes replace the 
metal and enamel types. Plastic signs are 
chmate-proof, and, because the colours are 
impregnated into the material, they never 
need repainting 

Fravelling along the white cliffs and round 
Beachy Head the visitor comes to Brighton, 
many of whose inhabitants travel every dav 
to work in London. But many others find 
work locally, even in the rarer crafts. Basket- 
Ware is one, and the people of Brighton 
produce toy contarmners for the home trade, 
dog baskets tor Canadian stores, shopping 
baskets for Nigeria and Malta, and pieni 
hampers for Australia. Directing the affairs 
ot this basket-making firm is aman who once 
washed taxis in New York.

Scenery and farming, not madustry, are 
the natural and traditional features with 
which the south-west counties of England 
are associated. “The varied beauties of Devon 
and Cornwall, ranging trom sweeping moor- 
lands to coastal villages and k easide- 
towns; the rch farmlands and hunting 
country of Gloucestershire, Somerset and 
Wiltshire; the flower and veyetable-gro 
acres of the Isles of Scilly have their individual 
fare The only commercial centres which 
spring to mind are Bristol, with its great 
port, and Plymouth, with tts large dockvards 
at adjacent Devonport, as a port of call for 
ocean liners 

Yet, scattered over this histerie part of 
England, ts a great deal of industry, mostly 
of the “light type, and crafts and trades 
Expansion of established concerns and the 
development of new ones has been extensive 
in recent vears. In some parts, once purely

Britain Continues to be Norway’s Best Customer 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Counsellor (Commercial) in Oslo. 


The Commercial

RITAIN continued to be far and away Norway’s best customer 

in 1951, both in the export and import trade. There was a 

substantial increase in the value of British exports to Norway 
and an even mere remarkable rise in the value of our imports from 
Norway. 

The year saw a considerable improvement in Norway's terms of 
trade and consequently in her general balance of payments ; so much 
so that the previous deficit in her current balance of foreign payments 
which, at the end of 1950 had stood at 801 million kr., had, by the end 
of 1951 been replaced by a surplus of 190 million kr. 

Moreover this improvement in Norway's trade was achieved not 
at the cost of reducing imports, which at the close of 1951 showed a 
volume increase of 19 per cent. over 1949 and 16 per cent. over 1950, 
but by a marked expansion of her visible export trade aided by the 
sharp increase in the market price of timber products—particularly 
wood pulp—ferro-alloys and fish and fish products, coupled with a 
notable upward swing in the value of her maritime freight earnings, 
which at the end of the year showed a net increase of over 68 per cent. 
on their 1950 level. 

The following table, based on the Norwegian official statistics, 
shows the distribution of imports and exports between Norway's 
main trading partners during 1949, 1950, and 1951.

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Despite this welcome improvement in Norway's financial position, 
it is realized that, burdened as she is with the increasingly heavy cost 
of her rearmament programme, Norway will, during 1952 be even 
more dependent upon the export potentialities of her relatively few 
basic industries, where a general decline in export prices could not 
but have severe consequences on the economy of the country as a 
whole. 


Import Regulations 


There have been two notable changes in Norway's import regula- 
tions since the beginning of this year which will have proved of 
particular interest to British exporters. The first and more welcome 
measure is the extension of the Norwegian “ free "’ list of goods which 
may be imported without restriction, effective from January 1 and, 
for some goods, particularly textiles, from May 1, 1952. 

When the full effect of this revised “‘ free” list is felt on May 1, 
Norway will have liberalized 74 per cent. of her total imports as 
compared with 51 per cent. a year ago, including a number of raw 
materials, food and feedingstuffs such as vinegar, olive and palm 
oil ; lecithin and artificial lard ; many metal semi-manufactures ; 
iron boilers and radiators, milk separators, lathes and milking machines 
and parts. (A full list of the goods liberalized now, and as from May 1, 
was published in the Board of Trade Journal on January 26 and 
February 2). 

The second change in import regulations, and one which will 


undoubtedly be less popular with United Kingdom exporters, was 
the revision of Norwegian Customs duties which took effect from 
January 2 of this year. Previously, the great majority of Norway's 
imports were assessed by weight but the recent tariff revision has in 
many cases changed this assessment to an ad valorem basis. Where 
the basis of calculation remains unchanged the duty on a number of 
items has been increased by 100 per cent. and, in addition, Norway 
has taken advantage of the rights reserved by her at the tariff negotia- 
tions under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, to raise—in 
some cases to the maximum—the rate of duty levied on these 
“bound” items. Because of the greatly increased prices of raw 
materials and, consequently, of manufactured goods since the war— 
which in most cases have well outstripped the present increases in 
duty—the former tariff rates had become quite unrealistic. The 
increases so far announced (details of which were published in the 
Board of Trade Journal of February 2) are only provisional, and a 
Commission has been set up by the Norwegian Government to 
examine the effect of these Customs duty changes with a view to 
adjusting any inconsistencies which may be discovered and generally 
making recommendations as to a more permanent revision of the 
Customs tariff. 


Market Prospects 


Norwegian textile imports (including spinning materials, semi- 
manufactures, piece-goods and ready-made clothing and hats) were, 
according to the Norwegian statistics, purchased chiefly from the 
following sources in 1950 and 1951 :—

Textile rationing in Norway was finally abolished on December 1, 
1951, and with imports then still subject to licensing control the Nor- 
wegian textile industry enjoyed a brief period of monopoly. With 
the “ free’ listing of a majority of textile goods in May of this year, 
however, notwithstanding the increased Customs duties, the industry 
will be faced with strong competition from foreign manufactures, 
particularly those of the United Kingdom, and with much of its 
machinery now obsolete this is likely to be an anxious period for 
domestic production. 

The industry has, however, been assured of import licences— 
where these are necessary—for all reasonable requests for the replace- 
ment of machinery and may obtain a measure of protection from the 
increased Customs duties on all such goods imported from abroad. 
It is nevertheless expected that considerable quantities of ready-made 
goods as well as higher grade piece-goods will be imported into 
Norway after May 1, since the low ceiling prices now enforced on 
imported goods will cease to operate on all piece-goods and on the 
better class of ready-made garments with the advent of liberalization. 
Although at present inventories are high in all departments of the 
trade, the relaxation of import licensing control on the majority of 
goods may give rise to some over-enthusiastic buying by importers 
and wholesalers of newly liberalized goods. 

Excluding textiles, Norway’s main imports from the United King- 
dom during 1951 comprised transport equipment, including ships, 
to a value of Kr. 583,162,000 ; fuel (Kr. 93,917,000) ; non-electrical 
machinery, apparatus, etc. (Kr. 81,253,000); electrical equip-

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ment and material (Kr. 53,039,000) and iron and steel (Kr. 51,135,000), 
to mention only a few. 

Norway is still very interested in the import of capital goods for her 
principal industries, as in the development of her ‘‘ white coal,” the 
abundant hydro-electric power latent in Norwegian waterfalls. It 
is, therefore, equipment of this kind, together with machinery for 
pulp and paper processing, ore extraction and purification and ship- 
building, as well as transport equipment, that offer the best oppor- 
tunities to United Kingdom exporters, and these are the goods to 
which the Norwegian Authorities may be expected to grant priority 
over the issue of import licences. 

Motor lorries and vans are now on the Norwegian “ free ”’ list as 
also are spare parts and certain accessories for all types of motor 
vehicles, Passenger cars are, however, still subject to strict Govern- 
ment control on import and sales, although the cheaper types of motor 
cars have been imported in increasing numbers during 1951. The 
German “ Volkswagen " in particular is proving a formidable com- 
petitor to comparable vehicles of United Kingdom manufacture with 
its low petrol consumption and price, but the popularity of many small 
British cars is still high. 

Heavy industrial chemicals are now imported with little difficulty. 
‘The main source of import for these and pharmaceutical products 
being the United Kingdom, Western Germany, the United States, 
Sweden and France. Proprietary products of a pharmaceutical 
nature are, however, subject to strict scrutiny by the Norwegian 
Health Authorities and may only be imported after they have been 
accepted and registered by that body. 


Light Engineering Products 


Products of our light engineering industries are again resuming 
their place in the Norwegian market and it is probably this field, 
particularly, that offers some of the best opportunities to United 
Kingdom manufacturers and exporters. In particular precision and 
time recording instruments, gauges, optical and nautical instruments— 
especially the latter, which, being used for the Norwegian Merchant 
Fleet, enjoy a high priority-—-should stand a good chance of ready 
acceptance in this market. ‘The Norwegian Government have also 
occasionally made concessions in permitting the import of certain 
limited quantities of less essential commodities such as toilet articles, 
soap goods, musical instruments and fancy goods, as also of certain 
domestic articles, including refrigerators, food mixers, etc. Such 
goods are, however, classed as luxury imports and as such import 
facilities are very restricted particularly where there is any possibility 
of domestic production meeting the demand for these goods. 

Whilst radio receivers are on the “ free” list the import of radio 
television cabinets is not likely to be licensed before 1954 due to the 
technical and geographical difficulties to be overcome by the Nor- 
wegian National Broadcasting System, the only service of its kind in 
Norway. 

Although every effort is made by the Commercial Department to 
secure proper representation for British manufacturers in Norway, 
there is no real substitute for a personal visit by a representative of a 
British firm wishing to enter the Norwegian market. Styles and 
colour preferences are closely parallel to those popular in the United 
Kingdom, and manufactures of British origin are almost invariably 
given preference over manufactures of other countries, providing 
prices and quality are competitive. British manufacturers of light 
metal products and some heavy machinery, including electrical 
equipment of all kinds are, however, now meeting keen competition 
from several European countries and, as a result, delivery dates are 
becoming a more important factor, particularly now that many of 
these goods are becoming more freely available in the supplying 
countries. 


Redemption of Palestine Currency 


i IS announced by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, Mr. 

Oliver Lyttelton, that Palestine currency has now ceased to circulate 
as legal tender in all the countries in which it has been used, and that 
the Palestine Currency Board will shortly be dissolved. The Board 
will be relieved of responsibility for redemption of notes and coins as 
from April 1, 1952, on which date its assets will be transferred to the 
Crown Agents for the Colonies. 

The Crown Agents will be responsible for the redemption of 
Palestine currency outstanding on March 31, 1952, and have appointed 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) of 29 Gracechurch 
Street, London, E.C.3, as their agents for this purpose. Holdings of 
Palestine currency should therefore be tendered to the Bank at that 
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address for redemption. All expenses incurred in conveying the 
currency to Barclays Bank (D., C. and O.) at 29 Gracechurch Street, 
London, E.C.3, will be payable by the tenderer. 


U.S. Air Force Material Exhibition 
in Paris 


BRITISH manufacturers may be interested in the Material Exhibit 
comprising about 380 supply and maintenance items used by the 
United States Air Forces in Europe, which will be held at the Musee des 
Travaux Publiques, Place D’iena, Paris, from April 19 to 26, 1952. 
It is expected that this Exhibit will also be presented in Milan from 
May § to 19. 

The exhibitions will be sponsored by the Military Assistance 
Advisory Group and the Visual Information Section, and the Mutual 
Security Agency office in Paris will be responsible for the arrange- 
ments. Enquiries should be addressed to 2 rue St. Florentine, 
Paris, 1. 

It is understood that when this Exhibit was presented at Frankfurt 
from January 28 to February 1, it was attended by manufacturers’ 
representatives from several European countries including the 
United Kingdom. 


Japanese Sterling Bonds 


HE Foreign Minister of Japan recently proposed that, as a token 

of goodwill towards the holders of Japanese sterling bonds, the 
Japanese Foreign Exchange Control Board should deposit with the 
Bank of England the sum of £20 million. Her Majesty’s Government 
viewed this procedure with favour. This sum will, therefore, be 
deposited as soon as the necessary formalities are completed and will 
remain so deposited for two years, During that period it will be 
available for any payments by Japan to her creditors in connection 
with a settlement of her sterling bonded indebtedness. The Bank 
of England and the Japanese Foreign Exchange Control Board will 
consult together, if need be, in regard to the terms on which the 
deposit is held. 

Announcing this, the Treasury state that the Japanese proposal 
has been welcomed by H.M. Government who are expressing their 
appreciation of the motives which prompted it. 

As the Minister of State for Economic Affairs said in the House 
of Commons on February 11, H.M. Government have made the 
Japanese Government aware of their interest in as early a start to the 
negotiations with the pre-war creditors as may be practicable. The 
present announcement, however, should not be taken as meaning 
that any negotiation for the settlement of Japanese pre-war debts 
has yet taken place. It should be remembered that the Peace Treaty, 
Article 18 of which sets out Japan’s obligation regarding her pre-war 
indebtedness, has not yet come into force, and Japan is not yet bound 
by its contents. It should not, however, be assumed that the reference 
to a two-year period means that no settlement is expected within that 
time. As the statement makes clear, the intention is that the deposit 
should be available for use if a settlement is reached before the end 
of the two-year period.

Italy and Norway

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Tariff, Customs and Import Regulations 


Import Licensing Regulations 
in the British Colonies 


HE FOLLOWING revised regulations have been issued in 

certain British Colonies concerning the treatment accorded to 
goods of United Kingdom origin. 

All goods of United Kingdom origin may be imported direct 
from the United Kingdom under an Open General Licence with 
the following exceptions, for which specific import licences will 
still be required :— 


Kenya 

Meat ; milk, dried (powder) ; butter ; cheese ; edible oils and fats ; 
cereals ; manufactured cereal foods ; dried fruit ; dried beans, peas and 
lentils ; sugar, including glucose ; animal feedingstuffs ; tobacco, 
including cigarettes, cigars and tobacco, excluding snuff; newsprint paper ; 
jute fabrics ; petroleum products ; gold and articles containing gold ; 
gold metal in bars in unworked condition ; motor vehicles and spares 
from stocks of Ministry of Supply or any other organization for disposal 
of war surplus stores. 


Uganda 

Animal feedingstuffs ; animal oils, fats, greases, including tallow and 
premier jus ; butter, fresh or salted, including melted and clarified and 
ghee ; coconut and copra oil ; ex-military vehicles, all makes, whether 
used or unused ; fats and oils—edible and non-edible including shortening 
and margarine, but excluding (a) castor beans and castor oil, (b) linseed oil, 
(c) sperm oil, (d) tung oil, (e) oiticica oil ; fish oils ; cereals (i.e. wheat and 
wheat flour, barley, oats, rye, corn and grain sorghums, rice, whole and 
broken and all edible rice products including rice starch and flour) ; cereal 
products (e.g. cereal filler, macaroni, semolina) ; cheese ; dried fruit ; 
dried lentils, peas, beans, etc. ; milk-based infant foods ; milk—evaporated 
and condensed ; glucose—vitaminized ; gold—bullion and semi-manu- 
factured ; articles containing manufactured gold (with exception of fountain 
pens and articles containing gold by reason only that the gold has been 
deposited on the articles or some part thereof by a chemical or electrolytic 
process or by painting or spraying ; hydrogenated oils and fats ; jute 
goods, i.e. gunnies, hessian cloth and twine; lard, margarine, lard 
substitutes, and similar edible fats ; meat—all kinds including processed, 
canned, and other preparations ; newsprint ; oil-bearing seeds ; olive 
oil ; ores of precious metal ; palm oi! ; palm kernel oil ; rice (paddy, 
polished, and broken) and all edible rice products including rice starch and 
flour ; sesame seed oil ; soya bean oil ; sugar, raw and refined ; molasses, 
including sugar syrups ; tobacco—cigarettes, cigars and pipe tobacco.

Lebanese Import Regulations 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received a translation of a Lebanese 
Government Decision requiring that a prior import licence should be 
obtained from the Lebanese Ministry of National Economy before 
shipment to the Lebanon of aliphatic alcohols, except ethyl alcohol 
and glycerine. 

Aliphatic alcohols (Tariff No. 269 (a) and (b)), apart from the 
exceptions stated above, should consequently be added to the list of 
commodities (published on page 211 of the Board of Trade Journal 
on July 28, 1951) which require a prior import licence. 


Kuwait Customs Duties 


THE rate of import duty on goods entering Kuwait has recently 
been reduced from 6} per cent. to 44 per cent. ad valorem. This 
duty is payable on imports for local consumption and on goods 
landed for re-shipment.

Indian Import Trade Control 


HE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner in New Delhi 
has forwarded copies of various notifications which modify India’s 
import licensing regulations as follows :— 


Aerated Water Bottles and Milk Glass Bottles 

In general the import of aerated water bottles and milk glass bottles 
(falling under Serial No. 247 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule) is not 
allowed. It has, however, been represented that there are certain auto- 
matic filling machines in India for the smooth and efficient working of 
which machine made bottles of special qualities are required, the demand 
for which cannot altogether be met from indigenous sources. 

Firms having automatic washing and filling machines, who wish to 
import either aerated water bottles or milk glass bottles from the soft 
currency area for use in their own factory, may therefore apply to the 
Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, for a special licence. (Public 
Notice No. 20-1.T.C.(P.N.)/52 of March 8, 1952.)

Trade Practice Rules 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received copies of the United

Import Fee on Shelled Almonds 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received a United States Treasury 
Decision (T.D. 52885), which reproduces a Proclamation by the 
President of the United States imposing a fee of 10 cents per pound, 
but not more than 50 per cent. ad valorem, in addition to the existing 
rate of duty, on imports of shelled almonds and of blanched, roasted, 
or otherwise prepared or preserved almonds (not including almond 
paste), in excess of an aggregate quantity of 4,500,000 pounds during 
the period October 1, 1951, to September 30, 1952. Not more than 
500,000 pounds of the 4,500,000 pounds fee-free quota may consist 
of blanched, roasted, or otherwise prepared or preserved almonds 
(not including almond paste). 

This additional fee has been imposed under the provisions of 
Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, which authorize the 
President of the United States, on the recommendation of the Tariff 
Commission, to im pose fees or quantitative restrictions on imports 
of any commodity if it is found that such imports materially interfere 
with any programme undertaken by the United States a 
of Agriculture. 


Colombia 


Free Import of Spirits, Liqueurs and Cigarettes 

DECREE No. 546, dated February 25, 1952, states that the import 
into Colombia of spirits, liqueurs and cigarettes will be free and 
subject solely to the requirements of registration and previous deposit 
dealt with in Decree No. 637 of March 20, 1951. (See page 861 of 
Board of Trade Journal dated April 2, 1951.) 

The freeing of imports is without prejudice to special regulations 
which certain (geographical) Departments have established regarding 
the introduction to their respective territories of liquors and cigarettes 
and distribution and sale thereof.

Import Prohibition on Produce in Used Sacks or Bags 


UNDER THE CUSTOMS Import Prohibition Order (No. 2) 
1951 the importation is prohibited, save with the consent of the 
Minister of Customs, of seeds, grain, nuts, and other agricultural 
produce in used or sec ondhand bags or sacks. 

The Munister of Customs has decided that, in accordance with 
recommendations made by the Department of Agriculture, the 
general conditions of importation under the above Order-in-Council 
will, in future, be as follows : 

(a) ‘That the use of secondhand bags or sacks as containers fot 
such goods shall be limited to goods imported from Canada, the 
United States, Australia, the United Kingdom and_ the 
Republic of Ireland.

‘That all secondhand bags or sacks shall be brushed and be free 
from any noxious material before being used as containers for 
such goods

That, in the case of importations from Canada, the United 
Kingdom and the Republic of Ireland, such goods are accom- 
panied by a certificate of the exporter to the effect that the goods 
are contained in used or secondhand bags or sacks which, before 
being used as containers for such goods, have been brushed 
and cleaned and are free from any noxious material, have not 
been outside Canada, the United Kingdom or the Republic 
of Ireland, and have been sterilized by one or other of the 
following methods of sterilization to be stated in the certificate : 


(1) sterilized at the Wool Sterilization Station, Liverpool ; or 


(1) by being placed loosely in a compartment and steamed at a 
temperature of not less than 185 degrees Fahrenheit, 
maintaining this temperature over all parts of the com- 
partment for at least 10 minutes ; or 


(iti) by being placed loosely in an airtight compartment having 
a temperature not greater than 65 degrees Fahrenheit and 
thoroughly sprayed with 10 ounces of formaldehyde 
solution containing not less than 37 per cent. of formalde- 
hyde by weight for each 1,000 cubic feet of space in the 
compartment, which immediately after spraying was 
effectively closed and ke pt closed for not less than 8 hours 
to prevent the escape of the formaldehyde vapour ; or 
(iv) by being moistened and placed loosely in an airtight com- 
partment and then heated to a temperature of not less than 
260 degrees Fahrenheit, maintaining this temperature over 
all parts of the compartment for not less than 2 hours. 

Agricultural produce already in transit to New Zealand will be 
admitted under the existing conditions. 

Any application for variation of the above conditions in any special 
case should be made, in the first instance, to the Director-General, 
Department of Agriculture, Wellington, New Zealand. 
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Northern Rhodesian Import 
Restrictions 


THE EXPORT and Import (Control) Order, 1952, published in the 
Supplement to the Northern Rhodesia Gazette, dated March 14, 
1952, supersedes the notice published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on February 10, 1951, page 340, under the heading “ Northern 
Rhodesia,”’ and subsequent notices on import licensing.
